If the Dio- 
ceſans of every Province were to order their Curates 
to command ſuch a Number of Men proper for 
Service, out of their reſpective Pariſhes, to meet at 
a certain Place, on which they ſhould fix, for a ge- 
neral Rendezvous; theſe Fellows, who naturally love 
Miſchief, would march: with Alacrity to the Place to 
which they were directed, withous Fee or Reward ; 
and ſcarce a Pariſh but what could furniſh three- 
ſcore, or more able-bodied Men; for the Country 
is very populous, and the Pariſhes large. 

And ſuppoſe at their Meeting, they ſhould receive 
Arms and Ammunition, a Thing which without any 
Difficulty may be convey'd from the Ports of 

Spain, France, and the Low-Countries, to any 
Province or Place of that Kingdom, according to 
the Directions they ſhould receive from their Par- 
tiſans, what would become of the Proteftants of 
that Country then? What could make a Stand 

inſt ſo numerous a Rabble, who with Fire and 
Sword, would carry Ruin and Deſtruction where- 
ever they march'd to? It is much to be fear d that 
the Militia could not; beſides, they muſt not, for ſe- 
veral Reaſons, quit their own Diſtricts: Firſt, left;
